WILL DLM AXD INDEMNITY. 
N ew Orleans, March 16.—Mr. Pas- 
quale Corte*, the Italian consul in this 
city, states that he called on the mayor 
of New Orleans and governor of Louis­ 
iana and asked for protection for the 
Italian subjects among* the prisoners. 
None was given by either official. 
He immediately communicated with 
the Italian minister in Washington and 
also with the home government 
at 
Rome. 
Four of the eleven are Italian 
subjects—viz..: Monasterio, Marchesi, 
Comites, and Trail inn. 
The others are 
either of American birth or naturalized. 
W Arf* ii I x o t o x, March 16.—The New 
Orleans mob has got the United States 
into a 
grave 
international scrape. 
There is no doubt about it. Such of the 
victims of the mob as were not nat­ 
uralized citizens were entitled to th© 
protection due to all subjects of for­ 
eign governments. The failure of th® 
state authorities of Louisiana to give 
them protection falls upon tho federal 
government, because no foreign nation 
can deal with a single state. The fact 
that six of the accused Sicilians had 
been acquitted and the other three 
given a verdict of mistrial emphasizes 
in international law the outrageous na­ 
ture of the mob’s work. 
Money damages will probably be de­ 
manded and other reparation be asked. 
Baron Fava, the Italian minister, has 
been in Washington long enough to un 
derstand perfectly well the limitations 
of federal and state authority and to 
know personally tho entire responsibil­ 
ity is on the state of Louisiana, but he 
can not make any demand on it, and 
officially he must seek reparation only 
from the United 
States. 
Secretary 
Blaine has sent the following telegram 
to Oov. Nicholls at New Orleans: 
“Dbpa RTM ext o r STATS, March 15.—His 
Excellency, Francis T. Nicholls, Governor of 
Louisiana* New Orleans: It has been repre­ 
sented to the president by the minister of Italy 
accredited to this government that among the 
victims of tho deplorable massacre which 
took place In the city of 
New 
Orleans 
yesterday were three or more subjects of 
the king of Italy. 
Our 
treaty with that 
friendly 
government 
(which 
under 
the 
constitution is the supreme law of the land) 
guarantees to the Italian subjects domiciled in 
tbe United States ‘the most constant protec­ 
tion and security for their persons and prop­ 
erty,' making them amenable on tbe same ba­ 
sis as our own citizens to the laws of the 
United States and of tho several states 
their due and orderly administration. 
“The president deeply regrets that the citl- 
tens of New Orleans should have so dis 
paraged the purity aud adequacy of their own 
judicial tribunals as to transfer to the passion 
ate Judgment of a mob a question that should 
hare been adjudged dispassionately and by 
settled rules of law. The government of the 
United States must give to the subjects of 
friendly powers that security which It demands 
for our own citizens when temporarily under 
the Jurisdiction of another power. 
“It la the hope of the president that you will 
cooperate with him in maintaining the obliga­ 
tions of the United States toward Italian sub­ 
jects who may be within the perils of the pres­ 
ent excitement, that further bloodshed and 
violence may be prevented and that all of­ 
fenders against the law may be promptly 
brought to justice. 
James O. B l a is*.” 
Tbe telegram which Secretary Blaine 
tent to Oov. Nicholls was the result of 
a conference between tho president and 
the secretary about I o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, Baron Fava, the Italian min­ 
ister, having previously called on Secre­ 
tary Blaine and earnestly protested 
against the killing of his countrymen, 
demanding at the same time protection 
of all other Italians in New Orleans. 
What further steps, if any, will be 
taken by the president beyond a mere 
disapproval of mob violence as evi 
denced by the 
tone 
of 
Secretary 
Blaine's dispatch to 
Gov. Nicholls, 
cannot 
be 
ascertained. 
At 
the 
Italian legation 
absolute 
reticence 
on 
the 
subject 
was 
preserved. 
Among congressmen 
and diplomats 
who have given such m atters some at­ 
tention it is not thought the massacre 
of the several Italian subjects can be­ 
come a m atter for international consid­ 
eration or complication between Italy 
and the United States. The men, it is 
said, were not murdered as Italians, 
and the only reparation 
th at 
can 
be 
obtained 
is 
possibly damages 
by the wives or 
relatives 
of 
the 
dead Italian subjects from the munici­ 
pal government of New Orleans for not 
protecting the persons of individuals— 
aliens—who at the time they met their 
death were temporarily, a t least, in 
the custody of the municipal author­ 
ities of that city. 
Rome, March IO.—The Italian gov­ 
ernment has instructed Baron de Fava, 
the Italian minister at Washington, to 
present a vehement protest to the 
United States government against the 
action of the mob in New Orleans 
and 
the United States has prom 
ised to make an investigation. 
Baron 
de Fava in a dispatch to Marquis di 
Rudini, the Italian premier and foreign 
minister, says that he has protested 
against the inaction of the local officials 
in New Orleans, and that Mr. Blaine, 
the 
American 
secretary 
of state, 
expressed horror at the acts of the 
New Orleans mob, 
promising that 
he would 
immediately 
make 
the 
orders 
of 
the 
president 
in 
the 
matter, and that the decision would be 
communicated to the Italian govern 
ment. 
The Rlforma denounces the 
New Orleans lynching as an outrage 
and says it is a disgrace to the United 
States that such acts are possible with­ 
in its borders. Sig. Breganze will in 
terpellate the government in parlia­ 
ment regarding the affair. 
London, March 16.—A dispatch from 
Rome says that the news of the massa­ 
cre of the Italian prisoners in New Or­ 
leans did not become generally known 
in that city until Sunday morning. 
It 
created a profound sensation, and ca­ 
bles have been passing between the 
cabinet and tho Italian minister at 
Washington. 
The general feeling is 
one of the utmost in d ig n a tio n and thirst 
for reprisals in sonic form. 
A n Eng­ 
lish visitor who was mistaken for an 
American 
had 
a 
narrow 
escape 
from 
being 
mobbed.

be brought up in the chamber of 
deputies. 
In the talk on the street and 
in public places strong protests were 
uttered against any representation of

Ita ly 's indignation Is shared by the whole 
civilized world. 
In nearly all such cases In

When they have 
grown tired of any 
grievance they move 
to their revenge with the 
swiftness of a 
hawk. The people of New Orleans could have 
soon discovered which of the jurymen in the 
Italian trial had fingered the murderers' gold, 
aud it would he better to keep the jail intact 
for them.” 
C h ic a g o , March 16.—A mass meeting 
of Italian citizens was held at Uhlich’s 
hall Sunday afternoon. 
About 1,500 
men were present, most of whom claim 
American citizenship. There were many 
vehement speeches made denouncing 
the affair at New Orleans and de­ 
manding 
reparation, 
though 
just 
w hat reparation 
was 
wanted 
was 
not stated. The meeting adopted a 
resolution appealing to the Italian gov­ 
ernment, as well as that of the United 
States, to right what they believe to be 
a great wrong to their fellow coun­ 
trymen.

securing reparation. 
Dis­ 
patches were sent to Secretary Blaine 
invoking the aid of the department of 
state, and to the Italian consul and the 
editor of the Italian paper in New Or­ 
leans, calling upon them to do all in 
their power. 
Dispatches from New York, Pitts­ 
burgh, Kansas City, Milwaukee and 
other cities announce the holding of 
similar meetings bv Italians. 
N ew O r l e a n s, March' 16.—New Or­ 
leans struck the Mafia a death blow 
Saturday. 
It wreaked a terrible ven­ 
geance upon the Sicilian assassins who 
are believed to have relentlessly slain 
David C. Ilennessy, and there are now 
eleven men dead who were happy Fri­ 
day over their victory in the greatest 
criminal trial the city has ever w it­ 
nessed. 
It was not an unruly, mid­ 
night mob. 
It was simply a sullen, de­ 
termined body of citizens who took 
into their own hands what justice had 
Ignominiously failed to d a 
The correct list of the men shot is as 
follows:

The chief of police was slain October 
15, and that very night the evidence be­ 
gan to accumulate, showing th at his 
death had been deliberately planned by 
a secret tribunal and carried out boldly 
and successfully by the tools of the 
conspirators. The trial lasted twenty- 
five days, and thongh the evidence 
seemed conclusive, the jury—currently 
charged with having been tampered 
with—failed to convict. Friday night a 
body of cool-headed men, lawyers, doc­ 
tors, merchants and political leaders, all 
persons of influence and social stand­ 
ing, quietly met and decided that some 
action must be taken and justice swift 
and su re visited upon those whom the 
jury had neglected to punish. Saturday 
morning a call for a mass-meeting at 
Clay square on Canal street appeared 
in the papers, which editorially depre­ 
cated violence. 
At IO o’clock there was a crowd of 
several thousand anxious people con­ 
gregated around the Clay statue. They 
hardly knew what was going to hap­ 
pen, but they seemed ready to g o to 
any length, and, while there were, of 
course, many of the lower element in 
the throng, a large proportion were the 
leading people of the town. W. S. P a t ­ 
erson, the leader, is a prominent lawyer 
here, the president of the Southern 
club, 
and 
the 
man who led the 
vigorous city reform movement three 
years aga Walter D. Deneger, another 
of the speakers, is one of the leaders of 
the New Orleans bar. John C. Wick­ 
liffe, another leader, is also a promi­ 
nent attorney, and J ames D. Houston, 
another, is one of the foremost men of 
the state. 
Mr. Parkerson spoke first. He said 
that once before he had appeared be­ 
fore the people in grand mass meeting 
assembled to discuss m atters vital to 
the interest of the community, and 
again he faced the people 
of New 
Orleans to denounce the most infamous 
act which was consequent upon the 
most revolting crime in the criminal 
annals of any community. T hat act 
was the finding of the jury in the mur­ 
der trial and that crime was, as every­ 
body knew, the foul assassination of 
the chief of police. 
“ I desire neither 
fame nor name nor glory,” said Mr. 
Parkerson. 
“I am a plain American 
citizen, and as such and as a good citi­ 
zen I am here.” 
The crowd was yelling itself hoarse. 
Fury 
ungovernable 
was 
evident 
throughout that immense assemblage, 
which, by that time, numbered fully 
eighty thousand people. 
‘‘Shall you 
protect 
yourself?” 
“Yes.” 
“ Self- 
preservation 
is 
the 
first 
law 
of 
nature!” 
“This

Ludwig Wind­ 
thorst has been 
one of the most 
conspicuous fig­ 
ures in German 
politics for the 
past twenty 
years

to its absorption 
by 
Prussia was 
one 
of the 
leading 
statesmen 
of 
Hanover. 
Ile was for many years a 
thorn in Prince Bismarck’s side until 
he finally compelled the iron chancellor 
to modify his policy toward the Catho­ 
lic church. 
[Ludwig Windthorst, the parliam entary lead­ 
er of the Catholic party in Germany, was born 
January 17,1812. He attended the “Carolinum” 
in 
Osnabruck, and 
continued his studies 
at 
Gottingen 
and 
Heidelberg. 
He 
became 
an 
advocate 
and 
then 
syn­ 
dic and 
presiding 
member 
of 
the Con­ 
sistory at Osnabruck; afterwards “Ober-Ap 
pellmtionsrath" in Kalbe; from 1863 to 1866 ho 
WM a minister of justice at Hanover; and. 
finally, he was nominated chief syndlo el 
the crown in Kalbe. 
From 1819 to 1866 he 
WM 
member of the assembly of 
the es­ 
tates of the 
realm, and in 1851 president 
of 
the 
second 
chamber 
of 
the 
same. 
He became a member of the constltueai 
and the regular Reichstag; and since 1867 has 
been a member of the Prussian house of depu­ 
ties, always boldly upholding the Catholic 
eause In Germany in spite of the stern opposi­ 
tion of Prlnoe Bismarck.]

MICHIGAN. 


Bills Prohibiting the Use o f P asses by 
Legislators and State Official* Favor­ 
ably Reported. 
L a n s in g . Mich., 
March 
16.—The 
house committee on judiciary has favor­ 
ably reported a bill prohibiting the use 
of railroad free passes by members ol 
the legislature. 
It is a substitute for 
two other bills of a like nature and ic 
all probability will pass. The first billa 
made the acceptance of passes a misde­ 
meanor. The substitute makes it a 
felony, as a legislator cannot be arrest­ 
ed 
for 
a 
misdemeanor 
dur­ 
ing 
the 
session, and 
makes 
the 
penalty 
$500 
fine 
or 
one 
year 
in state prison. 
The bill is not con­ 
fined to the legislature alone, but in 
eludes all state and judicial ofticers aa 
well, and all subollicials designated or 
appointed by such officers. The cor­ 
poration that violates the act by offer­ 
ing passes will be fined 81,000 f or each 
offense. The bill providing for the ex­ 
ecution by electricity of persons under 
a death sentence was reported to the 
house without recommendation.

A deputy stood in tire door 
and informed tho throng th at none 
of those in th at coll were the prison­ 
ers wanted. 
Then the mob fled out 
Int-. > tho yard. 
I ho inm ates of tho jail wore ready to 
din* t t ho way to where the Italians 
were 
“Go to the female departm ent.” 
some one yelled, and hither the men 
w ith their W inchesters ran. 
But the 
door was locked. 
In a m oment the 
key was produced. 
Then the leader 
called for some one who knew the 
right men and a volunteer responded 
and the door was throw n open. The gal­ 
lery was deserted, but an old woman, 
speaking as fast as she could, said the 
men were upstairs. 
A party of seven 
or eight quickly ascended the stair­ 
case and as they reached the landing 
the assassins fled down a t the other 
end. 
Half a dozen followed them. 
Scarcely 
a word 
was 
spoken. 
It 
was tim e for 
action. 
When 
the 
pursued and their pursuers reached the 
stone courtyard 
the form 3r darted 
tow ard the Orleans side of the gallery 
and crouched down beside the cells, 
their faces blanched, and, being un­ 
armed, they' were absolutely defense­ 
less. 
In 
fear and trem bling they 
screamed for mercy. 
But the avengers 
were merciless. 
Bang! bang! bang! 
rang out the reports of the m urderous 
weapons and a deadly rain of bullets 
poured into the crouching figures. 
Gerachi, the closest man, was struck 
in the back of the head and his body 
pitched forw ard and lay immovable on 
the stone pavement. 
Romero fell to 
his knees w ith his face in his hands, 
and in th at position was shot to death. 
M onastery and Jam es Caruso fell to­ 
gether under the fire of half a dozen 
guns, the leaden pellets entering their 
bodies and heads, and the blood gush 
ing from the wounds. 
The bloody executioners did their 
w ork well, and beneath the continuing 
fire Comitez and T rahina, two of the 
men who had not been tried, but who 
were charged jointly w ith the other ac­ 
cused, fell together. T heir bodies were 
literally riddled w ith bullets, and they 
w ere stone dead alm ost before the fusil­ 
lade was over. 
When the group of 
assassins was discovered on the gallery 
Maeheca, Scoffedi and old man M ar­ 
ches! separated from tho other six and 
ran upstairs. 
T hither half a dozen men followed 
them , and as the terror-stricken assas­ 
sins run into cells they were slain. 
.lo Maclieea, who was charged w ith be­ 
ing the arch conspirator, was a short, 
fat man, and was sum m arily dealt 
w ith. 
Ile had his back turned, when a 
shot struck him im mediately behind 
th e ear, and his death was instantane­ 
ous. 
There was no blood from the 
wound, and when the body was found 
the ear was swollen so as to hide the 
wound, which the coroner had great 
difficulty in locating. 
Scoffedi, one of the m ost villainous of 
the assassins, dropped like a rag when 
a bullet hit him in the eye. 
Old m an M archesi was the only man 
who was not killed o u trig h t 
Ile was 
struck on the top of the head while he 
stood beside Macheca, and though he 
was m ortally wounded he lingered all 
the afternoon. 
Politz, the crazy man, was locked up 
in a cell upstairs. 
The doors were 
flung open and one of the avengers, tak 
ing aim, shot him through the body. 
He was not killed outright, and in

was dragged down the stairs md 
through the doorway by which the 
crowd had entered.

[The story of tho murder is one of the most 
sensational chapters of Grime ever recorded in 
this country. Chief of Police David C. Ilen­ 
nessy had long believed that a conspiracy ex­ 
isted among a band of Italian or Sicilian crim­ 
inals to 
take his life. 
He hat run down 
several 
crimes perpetrated 
by 
the 
Mafia 
and he 
believed 
that 
organization, 
which usually confines its acts of sanguinary 
vengeance to its own countrymen, had re­ 
solved on his death. He went about armed 
and was ever on the alert. Yet death came 
to him unprepared. Near midnight on October 
15 he was returning to his home on Girod 
street on foot. He bad got near bls own house 
aQd was walking on Girod street, between 
Rampart and Basin streets, when a volley was 
suddenly poured on him from the other side of 
tho street. 
Looking quickly over, ho saw 
by the 
smoke 
that the

The case against the alleged conspirators

A Careful Discrimination B etw een In n o ­ 
cent and Injurious G ratifications, A l­ 
w ays Important, Is J u s t Now o f Im ­ 
m ense Importance. 


N e w Y o rk , March 13.—The series of 
sermons Dr. Talmage is preaching in 
this city and Brooklyn on “The 
Plagues of the Cities” is attracting gen­ 
eral attention. 
At the morning service 
In Brooklyn, and at the evening ser­ 
vices held under tile auspices of The 
Christian Herald in this city, the num­ 
ber of persons who come to hear the 
sermons is far larger than either of the 
buildings can accommodate. 
The ser­ 
mon today, which is the fourth of tile 
wries, is on “Baleful Amusements.” 
The text was II Samuel ii, ll, “Let the 
young men now arise and play before 
us.” 
There are two armies encamped by 
the pool of Gibeon. 
The time hangs 
heavily on their hands. One army pro­ 
poses a game of sword fencing. 
Noth­ 
ing could be more healthful and inno- 
'sent. The other army accepts the chal­ 
lenge. 
Twelve men against twelve 
men, the sport opens. 
But something 
went adversely. 
Perhaps one of tho 
rfwordsmen got an unlucky clip, or in 
some way had his ire aroused, and that 
^hich opened in sportfulness ended in 
violence, each one taking Ills contest­ 
ant by the hair and then with the 
sword thrusting him in tho side, so 
that that which opened in innocent 
'un ended in the massacre of all the 
twenty four sportsmen. 
Was there 
aver a better illustration of what was 
true then and is true now, that that 
which is innocent may be made de­ 
structive? 
W hat of a worldly nature is more 
important and strengthening and inno­ 
cent than amusement, and yet what 
has counted more victims? I have no 
lympathy with a straitjacket relig­ 
ion. 
This is a very bright world to me, 
and I propose to do all I can to make it 
bright for others. 


EATURE’S HEALTHFUL AMUSEMENTS. 
I never could keep step to a dead 
march. 
A book years ago issued says 
that a Christian man has a right to 
some amusements. 
For instance, if ho 
comes home at night weary from his 
work and, feeling the need of recrea­ 
tion, puts on his slippers and goes into 
ais garret and walks lively around the 
floor several times, there can be no 
harm in it 
I believe the church of 
God has made a tremendous mistake 
in trying to suppress the sportfulness of 
youth and drive out from men their 
love of amusement 
If God ever im­ 
planted anything in us he implanted 
this desire. 
But instead of providing 
for this demand of our nature tho 
church of God has, for the main part, 
ignored it. 
As in a riot, the mayor plants a bat­ 
tery at the end of the street, and has it 
fired off so that everything is cut down 
that happens to stand in tho range, 
the good as well as the bad, so there 
are men in tho church who plant their 
batteries 
of condemnation and fire 
away indiscriminately. 
Everything is 
condemned. 
But my Bible commends 
those who use the world without abus­ 
ing it, and in the natural world God 
has done everything to please and 
amuse us. 
In poetic figure we some­ 
times speak of natural objects as being 
in pain, but it is a mere fancy. Poets 
say the clouds weep, but they never 
yet shed a tear; and that the winds 
sigh, but they never did have any 
trouble; and that tho storm howls, but 
it never lost its temper. 
The world is 
a rose, and the universe a garland. 
And I am glad to know that in all 
our cities there are plenty of places 
where we may find elevated moral en­ 
tertainment. 
But all honest men and 
good women will agree with me in the 
statement that one of the worst plagues 
of these cities is corrupt amusement. 
Multitudes have gone down under the 
blasting influence, never to rise. 
If we 
may judge of what is going on in many 
of the places of amusement by the Sod 
omio pictures on board fences aud in 
many of the show windows there is not 
a much lower depth of profligacy to 
reach. At Naples, Italy, they keep 
such pictures locked up from indiscrim­ 
inate inspection. 
Those pictures were 
exhumed from Pompeii, and are not fit 
for public gaze. 
If tho effrontery of 
bad places of amusement in hanging 
oat improper advertisements of what 
they are doing night by night grows 
worse in the same proportion, in fifty 
years New York and Brooklyn will beat 
not only Pompeii, but Sodom. 
To help stay the plague now raging I 
project certain principles by which you 
may judge in regard to any amusement 
or recreation, finding out for yourself 
whether it is right or whether it is 
wrong. 


JUDGE THEM BY THEIR FRUITS. 
I remark, in the first place, that yon 
tan judge of the moral cliaracter of 
any amusement by its healthful result 
or by its baleful reaction. 
There are 
people who seem made up of hard 
facte.

If you show

It to a botanical analysis, which is only 
the 
post-mortem examination of a 
flower. They have no rebound in 
their nature. 
They never do anything 
more than smile. There are no great 
tides of feeling surging up from the 
depths of their soul, in billow after bil­ 
low of reverberating laughter. They 
seem os if nature had Built thorn by 
contract and mad* a bungling job out 
of it 
But, blessed be God, there are people 
In the world who have bright faces, 
and whose life is a song, an anthem, a 
psean of victory. 
Even their troubles 
are liko the vines that crawl up tho 
side of a great tower, on the top of 
which the sunlight sits and the soft 
airs of summer hold perpetual carnival. 
They are tho people you like to have 
come to your house; they are people I 
like to have come to my house. 
If you 
but touch the hem of their garments 
you are healed. 
Now, it is these exhilarant and sym­ 
pathetic and warm hearted people that 
are most tempted to pernicious amuse­ 
ments. 
In proportion as a ship is swift 
It wants a strong helmsman; in propor­ 
tion as a horse is gay it wants a stout 
driver; and these people of exuberant 
aa ta re will do well to look at the re­ 
action of all their amusements. 
If an 
amusements sends you homo at night 
nervous so that you cannot sleep, and 
you rise qp in ^ m orn in g.pot because 


you are slept out, but because your 
duty drags you from your slumbers, 
you have been where you ought not to 
have been. 
There are amusements that send a 
man next day to his work bloodshot, 
yawning, stupid, nauseated, and they 
are wrong kinds of amusement. 
They 
are entertainments that give a man dis­ 
gust with the drudgery of life, with 
tools because they are not swords, with 
working aprons because they are not 
robes, with cattle because they are not 
infuriated bulls of the arena. 
If any 
amusement sends you home longing for 
a life of romance and thrilling advent­ 
ure, love that takes poison and shoots 
itself, moonlight adventures and hair­ 
breadth escapes, you may depend upon 
it you are the sacrificed victim of un­ 
sanctified pleasure. 
Our recreations 
ore intended to build us up. and if they 
pull us down as to our moral or as to 
our physical strength, you may come to 
the conclusion that they are obnoxious. 
SLY AND ALLURING INSINUATIONS. 
There is nothing more depraving than 
attendance upon amusements that are 
full of innuendo and low suggestion. 
The young man enters. 
At first he site 
far back, with his hat on and his coat 
collar up, fearful that somebody there 
may know him. 
Several nights pass 
on. 
He takes off his hat earlier and 
puts his coat collar down. 
Tho blush 
that first came into his cheek when 
anything indecent was enacted comes 
no more to b ’s cheek. Farewell, young 
man f You have probably started on 
tho long road which ends in consum­ 
mate destruction. 
The stars of hope 
will go out one by one until you will 
be left in utter darkness. 
Hear you 
not tho rush of tho maelstrom, in whose 
outer circle your boat now dances, 
making merry with the whirling waters? 
But you are being drawn in, and the 
gentle motion will become terrific agi­ 
tation. Yon cry for help. 
In vain! 
You pull at the oar to put back, but 
the struggle will not avail! You will 
be tossed and dashed and shipwrecked 
and swallowed in tho whirlpool that 
has already crushed in its wrath ten 
thousand hulks. 
Young men who have just come from 
country residence to city residence, you 
will do well to bo on guard and let no 
one induce you to places of impropei 
amusement. 
It is mightily alluring 
when a young man, long a citizen, of­ 
fers to show a new comer all around. 
Still further; those amusements are 
wrong which lead you into expenditure 
beyond your means. 
Money spent in 
recreation is not thrown away. 
It is 
all folly for us to come from a place of 
amusement feeling that we have wasted 
our money and time. 
You may by it 
Lave made an investment worth more 
than the transaction that fielded you 
hundreds or thousands of dollars. But 
how many properties have been rid­ 
dled by costly amusements. 
The first time I ever saw tile city—it 
was the city of Philadelphia—I was a 
mere lad. 
I stopped at a hotel, and I 
remember in the eventide one of these 
mon plied me with his infernal ort. He 
saw I was green. 
He wanted to show 
me the sights of the town. 
Ile painted 
the path of sin until it looked like em­ 
erald, but I was afraid of liim. 
I 
shoved back from the basilisk. I made 
up my mind he was a basilisk. 
I re­ 
member how he wheeled his chair' 
round in front of me, and with a concen­ 
trated and diabolical effort attempted 
to destroy my soul, but there were good 
angels in the air that night. 
It was no 
good resolution on my part, but it was 
the all encompassing grace of a good 
God that delivered me. 
Beware I be­ 
ware! oh, young man. 
“There is a 
way that seometh right unto a man, 
but the end thereof is death.” 
The table has been robbed to pay 
the club. 
The champagne has cheated 
the children’s wardrobe. 
The carous­ 
ing party has burned up the boy’s 
primer. 
The tablecloth of the comer 
saloon is in debt to the wife’s faded 
dress. 
Excursions that in a day make 
a tour around a whole month’s wages, 
ladies whose lifetime business is to “go 
shooping,” large bets on horses, have 
their counterparts in uneducated chil­ 
dren, bankruptcies that shock the mon- 
ty market add appal tho church, and 
that send drunkenness staggering across 
the richly figured carpet of tbe nmn 
sion, and dashing into the mirror, and 
drowning out the carol of music with 
the whooping of bloated sons come 
home to break their old mother’s heart. 
“on, THE PITY OF IT!” 
I saw a beautiful home, where the 
bell rang violently at night. 
The son 
had been off in sinful indulgences. His 
comrades were bringing him home. 
They carried him to the door. 
They 
rang tho bell at I o’clock In tile 
morning. 
Father and mother came 
down. 
They were waiting for the 
wandering son, and then tho comrades, 
as soon as the door was opened, threw 
the prodigal headlong into tho doorway, 
crying, “There ho is, drunk as a *ool. 
Ha, ha!” When men go into amuse­ 
ments that tliey cannot afford they 
first borrow what they cannot carn, 
and then they steal what they cannot 
borrow. 
First they go into embarrass­ 
ment, and then into lying, and then 
into theft; and when a man gets as far 
on as that he does not stop short of the 
penitentiary.

The salary you give him 
may meet lawful expenditures, but not 
the sinful indulgences in which he has 
entered, and he takes by theft that 
wliich you do not give him in lawful 
salary. 
How brightly the path of unre­ 
strained amusement opens. The young 
man says: “Now I am off for a good 
time. 
Never mind economy.

Crack 
tho whip and over the turnpike! Come, 
boys, fill high your glasses. 
Drink! 
Long life, health, plenty of rides just 
liko this!” Hard working men hoar 
the clatter of tho hoofs, aud look up 
and say: “Why, I wonder where those 
fellows get their money from? We 
have to toil and drudge; they do noth­ 
ing.” To these gay men life is a thrill 
and an excitement. They stare at other 
people, and in turn are stared at. Tho 
watch chain jingles. 
The cup foams. 
The cheeks flush. The eyes flash. The 
midnight hears their guffaw. 
They 
swagger. They jostle decent men off 
the sidewalk. 
They take the name of 
God in vain. 
They parody the hymn 
they learned at their mother* knee,

they cry out, “Who cares!” and to tho 
counsel of some Christian friend, “Who 
are you?”

They for­ 
give him all ho ever did, although ho 
cannot in his silence ask it. 
Tho prod­ 
igal has got homo at last. 
Mother will 
go to her little garden and get the 
sweetest flowers and twist them into a 
chaplet for the silent heart of tho way­ 
ward boy, and push back from the 
bloated brow the long locks that were 
once her pride. 
And the air will bo 
rent with the agony. 
Tho great dram­ 
atist says. 
pent’s tooth 
child.” 
LIFE 13 REAL— AMUSEMENT BUT A REST. 
I go further, and say those are un­ 
christian amusements which become 
the chief business of a man’s Ufo. 
Life 
is an earnest thing. 
Whether we were 
born in a palace or hovel, whether wo 
aro affluent or pinched, we have to 
work, 
lf you do not sweat with toil 
you will sweat with discase. You have 
a soul that is to be transfigured amid 
the pomp of a judgment day; and after 
the sea has sung its last chant and tho 
mountain shall have come down in an 
avalanche of rock, you will live and 
think and act, high on a throne where 
seraphs sing or deep in a dungeon 
where demons howl. In a world where 
there is so much to do for yourselves 
and so much to do for others, God pity 
that man who has nothing to do.

They will weep not one tear at 
four burial. 
They wih chocklo over 
four damnation.
